A local option bill was before the | 
last Legislature. It was passed by | 
the Republican Senate; 22 voles} 
were in its favor in the Assembly, 18 | 
were from Republicans—wore than | 
halfthe 31 Republican members of 
that body. These 18 members were 
elected in districts where Prohibition- | 
ists ran candidates against them,only | 
to aid in the election of whiskey | 
Democrais. What do these friends 
of prohibition propose for the fu- 
ture? To ron prohibition candi- 
dates to defeat Republican candidates 
in these yery districts, They also} 
propose to advance the cause of tem- 
perance by throwing the State Gov- 
ernment of New Jersey into the 
hands of the Democratic party, which 
makes no disguise of hostility to all 
temperance legislation. The Govy- 
ernor is to be elected for three years ; 
so are the Senators who are to be 
voted for to fill the vacancies next 
fall. Consider fora moment the offi- 
ces and the power the Prohibitionists | 
will thus help to place 
siov of the Democratic party, exclud- 
ing all hope of temperance legislation 
for three years at least and probably 
more:

Prosecutors of the Pleas ; Clerk of the 
Supreme Conrt; State Librarian ; 
Chief of the Bureau of Tabor Statis- | 
tics ; two Commissioners of the Sink- 
ing Fund; three Riparian Commis- 
sioners ; five Commissioners of Pilot- 
age; three} members of the State 
Board of Health; three State Asses- | 
sors ; a State Prison Keeper. 


Besides these there area large num- 
ber of officials salaried and some 
whose offices are merely honorary, 
bat all of whom have influence, such 
as Commissioners of Fisheries, Sur- 
yeyors-General, and the managers: 
officials and employes of the State 
Reformatory,Superintendents of pub- | 
lic Instruction, the State military of-, 
ficers, etc» The Judges of the Su- 
preme Court, the Law Judges, and 
the Lay Judges, and the Proseentors | 
of the Pleas, all have duties to per- 
foam, in connection with granting li- 
eenses for the sale of liquor and in 
the prosecution and punishment of 
violators of the liquor laws. And} 
yet the Prohibitionists, if they can, 
will hand over to the Democratic 
party this whole business of regulat- 
ing and restricting the liquor traffic, 
just because a majority of the Re- | 
publican party do not come up to) 
their extreme notions of prohibi- 
tion, 

Most of the offices herein enumera- 
ted, as those that are to be filled by 
the Governor and Legigiature during 
the next three years, are of long ten- 
ere, sume of them for seven years,the | 
greater number for five years, With 
the Democratic party intrenched be- | 
hind all this patronage and power,in | 
so emall a State, does any sane per-} 
son believe there conid be any tem- 
perance legislation, however twoild, in 
New Jersey for the next five years?

It will be remembered that an act

perance Union—one by Professor | 
Martin of the Johns Hopkins Col-| 
lege, and the primary book by Dr. | 
Steele and Dr. Palmer, both well | 
known educators. These two books | 
are the only ones on the subject which | 
have been “published, printed and| 
bound in the State,” as required by 
law, and we trust will be adopted for 
use in our schools, in all grades| 
“whose capacity will admit of it,”

“A full baigade of the old soldiers 
of the Union army march off to the 
eternal camping grounds every year.” 
This came from an ex-oflicial of the 
Pension Department, and it was call- 
ed out by the remark that since the 
war 150 prominent officers of the old 
Army of the Tennessee had died, 
“The boys are going,”’ he continued, 
“at the rate of three or four thousand 
a year, and I estimate that every two 
weeks a full company is mustered for 
the last roll call and that every three 
months a full regiment goes over the 
line. Four regiments a year, forty 
regiments in ten years, a grand army 
eorps of nearly 100,000 men in twenty 
years--at this rate the boys will soon 
be gone.’’

A Prohibition Amenament, 

WASUINGTON, July 26.—Senator 
Blair, from the Committee on Edu- 
cation and Labor, to-day submitteda 
favorable report from the majority of 
the committee on a joint resolution 
proposing that an amendment to the 
Constitation to prohibit the manu- 
facture and sale of alcoholic liquors 
and other poisonous beverages be 
submitted to the legi<latures of the 
states for ratification. The amend- 
ment provides that from and after 
the year 1900 the manufacture and 
saleand importation of distilled al- 
coholic intoxicating liquors, except 
for medicinal, mechanical, chemical 
and scientific purposes, and for use in 
the fine arts, shall cease. 

The report which accompanies the 
proposed amendment says the com- 
mittee does not deem it necessaty to 
discuss the evils of the use of alcohol, 
but believes the people have a right 
to what measures shail be 
taken for the regulation and extirpa- 
tion of this traffic. “Why,” it asks, 
“should they be denied the oppdortu- 
nity to be heard in the only forum 
which can pass upon the question? 
When any considerable and respecta- 
ble portion of the America people de- 
sire to plead their cause in the great 
tribunal of sovereigns, who, in a free 
country, decide every qnestion of 
fundamental issue in the last resort,it 
is the duty of Congress to enact such 
preliminary legislation as is here pro- 
posed, so that under the forms of the 
Constitution they can be heard on the 
question of its own amendment. To 
deny this is of the very essence of 
despotism, and for Congress unreas- 
onably to refuse the hearing, is Just 
cause for revolution."

Sheep being excelleut foragers,and 
capable of picking up a portion of 
their subsistence, have been made to 
adapt themselves to those sertions 
where the land cannot be profitably 
cultivated and where they are sup- 
posed to cost but little in proportion 
| to that which may be derived from 
them. For this reason the American 
| farmers have given their attention to 
| the small, active breeds, such as the 
merino and native, which exist in 
large flocks more successfully than do 
those of larger size. 

The objection to the large mutton 
breeds of sheep are that they require 
too much attention, and must have 
good pasturage; that they cannot 
well exist in large numbers, and 
must be protected from the heat and 
eold, It is no doubt true that the 
merino is hardy and requires less care 
than the large breeds, but the ques- 
tions to be considered is whether it 
will not pay to give the large breeds 
that attention which many are not 
willing to bestow. We have the dif- 
ference in methods as practiced in 
England and America, The English- 
man does not attempt to produce 
wool, estimating the woo! product as 
| something that attends the produe- 
tion of mutton as asecondary adjunct 
and aims to secuse as large a carcass 
as possible. So great has been the 
progress attained by the English in 
the improvement of the matton 
breeds that it is not uncommon to se- 
cure laiobs weighing 100 ponds when 
they are only three months old,while 
150 pounds is often reached by six- 


month old lamba, These weights are 





greater than those of our mature na- 
tiye sheep, and show that the larmer 
with the use of the improved mutton 
sheep, can derive a large profit with- 
| out looking to the receipts from wool 
at all.

a showman’s fortune, This horse was 
very little larger than a sheep, and 
some not larger than a terrier dog.

tion that the feet were most peculiar, 
Instead of having one hoof on each 
leg, as our modern horse has this 


diminutive pony was the posessor of | 


four, making sixteen hoofs in all, As 
the horse developed, these hoofs, or, 
speaking more correctly, these toes, 
all disappeared, leaving our modern 
horse to walk upon the end of one Jeg, 

In order to clearly understand the 
manner of the gradual disappear- 
ance of these toes a 
may be tolerated. 

* -arting with the hand of manasa 
standard, the thumb, which is really 
a finger, is called the first finger, the 
index is called the second, the next 
third, fourth and fifth, It hus been 
observed that when this order is in 
any way interfered with the first to 
disappear is the thumb or first finger. 
This is noticed in dogs. The *‘dew 
claw’’ is the first finger or thumb. 

So it was with the little horse. 
No remains can be found possessing 
the first finger. The earliest hid the 
second, third, fourth and fifth toe 
present, all of which reached the 
ground and were usable. These toes 
all diseppeared until none was left 
except the third, which is the toe up 
on which the horses of the present 
day walk. 

The one just preceeding our modern 
horse had three toes, the second, third 
and fourth, but the outside ones did 
hot reach the ground and were ac 
cordingly not usable. They were up 
& little distance on the leg, like the 
little hoofs of a deer, and only remain 
on our modern horse in what is known 
as splint bones. It occasionally hap- 
pens that horses, as well as other ani- 
mals, will breed back, and a mon- 
strosity, as it appears to us, will be 
the result, In England some time 
ago a horse was born which had two 
hoofs on each foot, and was carried 
about the country as @ curiosity. It 
wus a reference. or index, of what 
sort of feet the species once had. 

Just why they were at first in pos- 
session of such feet is a matter of con- 
jecture, It may have been because 
the ground was soft and marshy, and 
the extra feet gave more surface for 
resistance, and as the earth grew 
firmer no necessity existed for so 
many toes, 80 that by disuse they be- 
gan to disappear. 

With the modification of the feet 
the horse increased in height ana 
strength, getting ready to help man 
bear his burdens and progress in the 
line of civilization. As it increased 
in size, through man’s interference 
and culture, it also increased in men. 
tal capacity until one of the most in- 
telligent, docile, useful creatures ever 
given by a Supreme Being to man is 
the animal almost human—the horse. 

In very early days horses were not 
used by alli nations, and by none as 
beasts of burden, Asses and mules 
dia the drudgery, and horses were 
only used as racers, warriors, hunters, 
or to carry their owners upon jour. 
neys of pleasure or business. 

Seeing men on horseback, appar- 
enily a partand parcei of the b ast, 
Jed some native tu think that the 
strange appearance Was but one ani- 
mal, hence the belief in the centaur, 
or animal half animal and half man, 
In war they were the source of great 
terror to those who were unfamiliar 
with him, and often the approach of 
a troop would strike dismay into the 
hearts of the enemy. 

The gradual development from the 
little pocket pony into the full-grown 
horse has been a prominent factor in 
the advancement of the huiman race, 
and upon no other animal has the 
hand of human interference been so 


marked. This can be seen in the 


wonderful variety in the horse fam-/| 


ily, Shetland ponies, heavy draught 
horses, the racer whose feet spurn the 
ground, and the slow-plodding ut 
powerfn! horse which draws our Iron 
wagons, all are the result of care in 
breeding and human improvement of 
a species at one time well nigh use 
less — Tom Lyon in Pittsburg Dte- 
patch.

Where Manna May Be Found. 
Sicily is the chief source of manna; 
| in that country the trees are cultiva- 
| ted in plantations, and when about 8 
years old they begin to yield. Cuts 
}an inch and a half to two inches long 
are made in the bark, cutting through 
to the wood. One cut is made daily, 
beginning near the bottom of the 
trunk, with euch succeeding cut about 
an inch above the former one. The 
thick, sirup-like juice exudes from 
the cuts and hardens on the bark in- 
to white spongy flakes, which when 
hard enough are removed and dried 
still further before they are packed 
for commerce, It Consists mainly of 
a form of sugar called manite, and 
has mild, laxative properties, 
dry Oriental coun- 
tries, several other trees and shrubs 
also, Which yield manna, usually 
when punctured by insects; but little 
of these kinds of manna 

outside of the localities that produce 
them. Even some of those plants, 
low in the order of yegetation— 
known as lichens, proluce manna, 
These are like the plants often seen 
; on old trees and on rocks, which are 
| incorrectly called **mosses.”” Several 
of these, which grow very rapidly 
on the ground, are encrusted witha 
sort of sugar or manna,
